


| MOLLY IRWIN GETS TENURE 


On the recommendation of 


the Faculty Evaluation Board, 
Acting President Stephen L. 
Walker yesterday granted ten- 
ure to English instructor Mrs. 
Molly Irwin. 

Mrs. Irwin’s controversial 
tenure case, which began Feb- 
ruary with the original denial 
of tenure by the English De- 
partment, had become the cen- 
ter of student debate and ac- 
tion. 

The granting of tenure fol- 


lowed a “thorough review” of 


her appeal by the Faculty 
Evaluation Board headed by 
John R. Cox, Executive Dean. 

Student and faculty opinion 
had been sought during the 
Board's review of the case, 
which ended with the hearing 
of student views last Thursday. 
Following deliberations, the 
board made its recommenda- 
tion to Walker. 

In a statement released yes- 
terday, Walker announced

Board (sitting as an appeals

Renew Demand 


For Salary Hike 


Demands for a_ substantial 
salary increase were renewed 
last week by the College Coun- 
cil of the California Federation 
of Teachers when Dr. John 
Sperling, president of the Col- 
lege Council, said that a 20 per 
cent increase was essential if 
the State Colleges are not to 
fall even further behind in the 
competition for academic tal- 
ent. 


According to Sperling, State 
College faculty salaries are 22.5 
per cent below University of 
California salaries, 18.9 per 
cent below other first-rate uni- 
versities and colleges and from 
108 to 133 per cent below sal- 
aries of comparable professions 
in industry and government 

“We are once again caught 
up in the annual budget fight 
in Sacramento,” said Sperling

As the example indicates, 
the evaluation is not just of 
teachers per se, but of indi- 
vidual classes (in the example, 
it is Business 21 taught by 
Blinkle). 

The numbers following the 
instructor’s name are the aver- 
ares of the seven questions on 
which students rated the class 
on a one to five point scale 
(One question, regarding the 
class work load, was consid- 
ered too ambiguous and was 
not computed.) 

The first written comments 
on the hypothetical class above 
were edited from students’ 
comments and the second from 
those of the professor. (Over 
100 professors submitted class 
descriptions.) 

Poswall explained that many 
departments gave nearly or 
exactly 100 per cent co-opera- 
tion and response to the eval- 
These departments 
were art, business, cconomics, 
geography, government, his- 
tory, social science and statis-

Alamao has expiained that 
the project does not aim to 
evaluate teaching excellence. 
“On the whole, these evalua- 
tions only attempt to present 
‘profiles’ of courses. Our pro- 
gram has a clearly defined and 
limited primary goal: To pro- 
vide students with information 
which will enable them to 
make informed choices among 
available courses. 

“A secondary goal is to pro- 
vide instructors with feedback 
concerning the picture they 
and their courses present to 
the student. If handle’ prop- 
erly, a student evaluation of 
curriculum can be an extreme- 
ly useful aid to both students 
and faculty,” he said.

His book, From Death Camp 
to Existentialism, was chosen 
as the 1961-62 book of the year 
by Colby College. A revised 
and enlarged edition of this is 
Man’s Search for Meaning: An 
Introduction to Logotherapy, 
which was chosen as the 1963- 
64 book of the year by four 
colleges. 


Frankl’s “logotherapy” is 
one of the schools of existen- 
tial psychiatry. Dr. Robert C. 
Leslie, an ordained minister 
and professor of psychology, 
has written a book, Jesus and 
Logotherapy, comparing the 
modern counseling methods of 


Frankl with Jesus’ own ap- 
proach to counseling. 

Leslie asserts that ‘“Logo- 
therapy offers a philosophy of 
life and a method of counsel- 
ing which is more consistent 
with a basically Christian view 
of life than any other existing 
systern in the current thera- 
peutic world.” 

Frankl’s appearance is spon- 
sored by the Cultural Pro- 
grams Committee as the final 
presentation in its Two Worlds 
Symposium. The symposium 
was made possible through a 
grant from the S and H Foun- 
dation, Incorporated,  lecture- 
ship program:

I have never had Molly Ir- 
win for a class. I never will 
have Molly Irwin for a class, 
even if she is given tenure. It 
is not Molly Irwin the person, 
or Molly Irwin the teacher, 
who is important. It is Molly 
Irwin the symbol. 

If there is in fact a transfer 
of knowledge, as implied in 
the first definition, then the 
students should be most ca- 
pable of measuring the suc- 
cess of that transfer. If there 
is a community of scholars, 
then the opinions of the stu- 
dents as to that success should 
carry some weight. If there is 
an openness and rejection of 
secrecy, then the reasons why 
those opinions have been re- 
jeted with or without consid- 
eration should be given. 

None of this has been done. 
The battle for Molly Irwin is 
a battle for a student voice in 
a community in which they 
make up a majority of the 
population if a minority of the 
knowledge. This battle may be 
lost, but it will crop up again 
and again until it is won. 

This is not a battle of mal- 
contents for a single person; it 
is a battle of students for a 
voice. The sooner the admin- 
mistration recognizes and re- 
sponds to this challenge, the 
sooner we can begin our move 
from the second class to the 
first which is, after all, what 
education is supposed to be 
about Bob Ward. 


CSR Answers 


Editor of the Hornet: 

Answer to “Open Letter to 
CSR”—What is CSR up to 
these days? We are sending 


representatives to the Faculty 
Evaluation Committee to pre- 
sent the student view on why 
Mrs. Molly Irwin should be 
granted tenure, as well as en- 
gaging in symbolic picketing 
to show our concern for a 
thoughtful decision.

We ARE NOT, as we have 
been accused of being, a “self- 
declared elite.’ We are only 
students concerned with the 
quality of education at SSC 
and we are trying to create 
a vehicle through which stu- 
dents may speak. 

Our meetings have 
open and interest eagerly 
awaited. We are increasing 
our efforts to inform students 
on steps taken to date in Mrs. 
Irwin’s case. We are well 
aware of the complexities in- 
volved in confronting the larg- 
er issue of student participa- 
tion in tenure decisions. We 
know it is far easier to run 
away from the questions that 
have to be asked, but we feel 
that someone must ask them, 
as it concerns all of us. 

We hope to have the estab- 
lished student groups on this 
campus, ASSSC, sororities, fra- 
ternities and clubs, take up 
this issue and add creative, new 
ideas. We hope to have facul-
